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WHAT THE SNOW STORMS TAUGHT US 


Wilmington residents who try to do any shopp- 
ing in Wilmington Square these days have a tre 
mendous problem on their hands, just from try- 
to find a place to park their cars. only a 
few merchants, have tried to solve the problem 
by providing parking space. It must be admit- 
ted that in the majority of cases the problem 
eannot be solved by individual action. yet, 
because there is no place to park, our towns-— 
people too often, we suspect, go elsewhere to 


do their shopping 
During the recent snow storm north-bound tra- 


ffic was routed down Church Street, and back 
up Middlesex Avenue, during the period when 
the snow removal operations were going on, in 
the square. From comments we have heard, many 
of the motorists were pleased at the ease with 
which they were able to get through the square 
True, it didn't solve the parking problem, but 
cars were not parked in the middle of yain 
Street, or Church Street, just waiting for the 
light to change. 

There is a lesson there, but one that is dif- 
ficult to apply. main Street should be one 
way, for south bound traffic, and north bound 
traffic should be routed down Church and up 
yiddlesex Avenue. We know it is easy to say, 
and difficult to apply, but it would be the 
first step towards solving a problem that is 
now beyond the patience of many of our towns- 
people. 


THE PLANNING BOARD EMERGES SUPREME 


The Superior Court of Massachusetts has just 
handed down what is probably the last_ruling, 
in the case of the Town of Reading Planning 
Board against the Town of Reading Board of Ap- 
peals. 

It will be remembered by some readers that 
the Board of Appeals, in that town, several 
years ago, granted an appeal to two small bus- 
inesses, which were in residential zones. The 
appeals were to allow the two establishments 
to enlarge their spheres of operations. 
The Planning Board of Reading objected, and 
took the case to court, knowing that if they 
lost the individual members would have to foot 
the bill. 

The court sustained the Planning Board, and 
ruled that the Zoning Law, as it has been pro- 
posed by the Planning Board and was voted by 
the Town could not be amended by the Board of 
Appeals.

A WAY OUT 


Back about 1945 the Legislature voted a bill 
which provided for equal pay for teachers of 
either sex. [t was a bill which was strongly 
supported by teachers organizations. 

Since then a flaw has become apparant, in 
that men teachers are discouraged from working 
in schools, after they acquire family respon— 
sibilities, and this law has instead sent them 
to work for private corporations, in labora- 
tories and elsewhere. 

Some towns have got around this by creating 
strange positions and titles within the sch- 
ool department, and thus finding an excuse for 
paying teachers (ie; men teachers) more. 

Wilmington hasn't had that experience. The 
School Committee, instead made a fron tal_assa— 
ult, as being more morally honest. They voted 
a Dependency Allowance for teachers with fami- 
lies. 

We all know what happened. The town voted it 
down, and the teachers feel that they should 
get it. The school committee has voted to sup- 
port the teachers. yt has all the makings of 
a grand fight or frolic. 

We believe it may be unnecessary. 

The Town of Wilmington, we are reliably in- 
formed, never voted to accept the equal pay 
law (once accepted it cannot be rescinded by 
the town). If it has been adopted, it was by 
the School Committee, and the School committee 
can reverse its vote, any time it wishes. 


If the School Committee- will reverse its yote * 


it can set up a double standard one for men 
and one for women teachers, without any trou- 
ble, and without any fight. 

It cald do this for next year, we believe, 
and perhaps they might be able to do it immed- 
iately, within the present budget voted by the 
town. 


TAXPAYERS ASSOCIATION 


One thing that has characterized Wilmington 
over the past 15 or 20 years is that the only 
groups that could represent the taxpayers were 
regional in aspect. We had in this town a num— 
ber of "Betterment" clubs, interested only in 
their own section of town, and all more or 
less competing with the others. Because these 
organizations were regional we feel that we 
should not participate. We would rather have 
seen a town wide group, one without any part- 
icular political or sectional ax to grind. We 
felt that the answer was to be found in a Wil- 
mington Taxpayers Association, one that affil- 
iated with and complied with the high standard 
of the Massachusetts Federation of Taxpayers 
Associations, [nc. 

No such association was formed, and when one 
of the regional societies amended its charter 
so as to become town wide in character we joi- 
ned. We still maintain active membership al- 
though we are probably the member that could 
be described as being the "off horsen, that 
is we often found ourselves voting "Non, and 
casting that vote all alme, against a chorus 
of "yes". 

Since then the Betterment clubs have recog- 
nized at least partly the mistake of being too 
regional, and have formed a Civic Council in 
which is represented the officials of all the 
regional groups, acting for the town-wide good 
This must be recognized for what it is, a for- 
ward step, even though it is not a taxpayers 
association. 

Now we have a new organization-a taxpayers 
association. [jt met last Thursday, for the 
first time. The press was barred from the

SMALL PAY 


One Wilmington youth is now to spend the next 

year as a guest of the County. Two others are 
on their good behaviour, with suspended sen- 
tences hanging over their heads. A fourth had 
his case dismissed by a kindly judge, because 
he wanted to enter the Armed Services, and a 
criminal record would have prevented this. 

All of them, however, have more than this 
hanging over them. They must make restitution 
for the things that they had stolen during the 
past 10 months. Even the boy who went into the 
armed services has $284 to pay back to a Med- 
ford contractor, for his share of wire stolen 
from Wilmington iti ph School. 

tt is interesting to note that although these 
youths had stolen several thousands of dollars 
worth of lead and copper their cash returns 
amounted to less than $200. $580. worth of 
wire from the High School went to a junk yard 
in Everett for $60. Lead, stolen from the Bay 
State Steel Company on yain Street brought ab- 
out 35 cents a pound, and only 200 of the sto- 
len 1000 pounds had been sold. Selling that 
lead was almost as much work as making an hon- 
est living, for it was melted down, over a fire 
in a Boston dump, a task which was not easy. 
The four youths thought they were on easy 
Street. They believed that they had the Wil- 
mington Police Department and the Public Sch- 
ools duped. They were wrong. The only people 
they fooled were themselves. 


THEY WERE CAUGHT 
We offer our congratulations to the Wilmington 


Police Department on a fine bit of police work 
which has just been completed. A gang of local 


thieves, who had specialized in stealing copper 


wire, and lead, have met their just desserts. 
There are those who say that because our cops 
have caught these thieves there is nothing par- 
ticularly wonderful to talk about. True, it is 
police duty, but in cleaning up this situation 
the department has exhibited a tenacity of pur- 
pose that is well worth commendation. 

The crime wasn't solved by sitting at a desk 
and wishing. It was solved instead by work, 
volunteer and unpaid, on the part of. the men in 
the department. It was solved by patiently 
following down every clue, and finally getting 
the convictions. 

This leaves only two unsolved crimes, on the 
docket of the local police department, that of 
the $4400. robbery from Stevens Market, and the 
theft of half a mile of copper wire, from the 


signal poles along the "Wildcat" railroad, last 
summer. 
We are confident that these, toa, will be 
solved.

Traffic and Parking 

The meeting ended in a dis- 
cussion of traffic and park- 
ing troubles, in Wilmington, 
North Wilmington and Silver 
Jake, a discussion that was 
started by Charles Black. 
‘Situation down town is ge- 
tting beyond anyone’s control’ 
Black said. ‘Couldn’t we get 
parking meters, and lease land 
nearby for parking area?’ Bl- 
ack pointed out that provi- 
sions of Chapters 40, 41 and 
85 of the General’ Laws might 
help to solve the problems. 
He spoke of the out of town 
cars that make it difficult to 
find planes to park, even on 
Church Street and Middlesex 
Avenue, and felt that the wil- 
mington merchants were losing 
Considerable business, as a 
result.

TOWN MEETING 


Your Committee declared the 
contract with Rich Brothers 
Construction Company substant- 
ially completed as of November 
15, 1955, At the end of Jan- 
uary, 1956, their bill was all 
paid except about $33,000.00, 
which will be paid when all 
details are completed. 

A contract was made with Fr- 
ost and Higgins Company of 
Arlington, wassachusetts, to 
clear, grade, loam and seed 
the athletic field. The 
clearing has been completed. 
the grading, loaming and seed 
ing will be done when the wea- 
ther permits. 

Four tennis courts should be 
completed before the end of 
school, Curbing around the 
courts will allow flooding in 
winter for skating and hockey. 
An area north of the building 
will be black-topped for off- 
street parking. A baseball 
field will be completed but 
cannot be used this season. 
However, the contractor ex- 
pects the football field to be 
in shape for the home games, 
but not for practice, in the 
fall season. 

Your Committee has abait com- 
pleted the selection of fur- 
niture and equipment, includ- 
ing reference books for the 
library, as well as sound film 
that was available for many 
courses, 

A preheating oil unit was in- 
stalled in the furnace to al- 
low the use of No. g¢ oil, 
which over the years will save 
heating costs. Facilities 
were installed in the cafe- 
teria to give hot meals to the 
elementary school children. 
The Roman House has been part 
ially remodeled for offices 
for Department Heads, and the 


The total costs to date have 

been $1, 028,563.51, about one 
half of which will be reim- 
bursed by the State. 

The p dicy of your Committee 
has been to provide a building 
equipment and athletic faci) 
ities that will provide the 
best that is possible for the 
greatest number of youths, 
having also in mind their use 
by the community. 

The High School auditorium 
will probably be used for Town 
Meetings and other inspiring 
public functions for many 
years. Your Committee feels 
it should have a name appro-J} 
priate to its use. 

A town is indeed fortunate 
t possesses a public- 
pirited person, devoting his 
time, energies and farsight- 
edness in behalf of his com- 
munity’s welfare; a person 
shose humble and esteemed life 
is epitamized in the words of 
an ancient prophet; ‘What doth 
the Lord require of thee, but 
to do justly, and to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God 
With the name of this eminent 
public servant the auditorium 
can be given a crown of dis- 
tinction, and in a tangable 
way, we can express our grati- 
tude and esteem.

A contract was made with Fr- 
ost and Higgins Company of 
Arlington, wassachusetts, to 
clear, grade, loam and seed 
the athletic field. The 
clearing has been completed. 
the grading, loaming and seed 
ing will be done when the wea- 
ther permits. 

Four tennis courts should be 
completed before the end of 
school. Curbing around the 
courts will allow flooding in 
winter for skating and hockey. 
An area north of the building 
will be black-topped for off- 
street parking. A baseball 
field will be completed. but 
cannot be used this season. 

lowever, the contractor ex- 
pects the football field to be 
in shape for the home games, 
but not for practice, in the 
fall season. 

Your Committee has abait com- 
pleted the selection of fur- 
niture and equipment, includ- 
ing reference books for the 
library, as well as sound film 
that was available for many 
courses. 

A preheating oil unit was in- 
stalled in the furnace to al- 
low the use of No. ¢ oil, 
which over the years will save 
heating costs. Facilities 
were installed in the cafe- 
‘teria to give hot meals to the 
elementary school children. 
The Rowan ise has been part 
dally remodeled for offices 
for Department Heads, and the 


superintendent a first floor 
office. 

The total costs to date have 
been $1, 028,563.51, about one 
half of which will be reim- 
bursed hy the State. 

The pdicy of your Committee 
has been to provide a building 
equipment and athletic faci) 
ities that will provide the 
best that is possible for the 
greatest number of youths, 
having also in mind their use 
by the community. 

The High School auditorium 
will probably be used for Town 
Meetings and other inspiring 
public functions for many 
years. Your Committee feels 
it should have a name appro-J} 
priate to its use. 

A town is indeed fortunate 
that possesses a public- 
spirited person, devoting his 
time, energies and farsight- 
edness in behalf of his com- 
munity’s welfare; a person 
shose humble and esteemed life 
is epitamized in the words of 
an ancient prophet; ‘What doth 
the Lord require of thee, but 
to do justly, and to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God?

TEACHERS STATE CASE TO 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE ON 
DEPENDENCY ALLOWANCE 


The Wilmington School Com- 
mittee has voted 3 to 2, to 
support the Wilmington Teac- 
hers Association, in an effort 
to have the controversial 
$1200. budget item on Depend- 
ency Allowance restored to the 
teacher's payroll, Voting in 
favor of the restoration on 
march 21st, were Arthur Vv. 
Lynch Ernest Crispo and Chair 
man John Hartnett. voting ag- 
ainst were James B. yoore, 
Vice Chairman and yrs. Ruth 
Gratcyk. The sixth member, 
Dudley A. Buck was absent, in 
Califomia on an Easter Holi- 
day, but he had made a state- 
ment before leaving that he 
would support the Schoo] Com- 
mittee vote, even though he 
wowld have voted against the 
Allowance had he been a member 
of the committee at the time 
it originally was voted last 
December. The vote followed 
a long discussion with Robert 
Barrett, spokesman, Miss Irene 
Sharp, president, and Ralph 
Ambrose, of the Wilmington 
Teachers Association. 
The Teacher's Came 

Barrett told the School] Com- 
ittee that the wilmington 
Teachers Association was un- 
aninously in favor of the De- 
pendency Allowance, even th- 
ough only a small percentage 
of the teachers would benefit, 
because the teachers recogniz- 
ed that a constant turnover 
of teachers would reflect in 
the education of the children 
ln the schools. In order to 
keep the men teachers they 
must be paid adequately to 
support a family, and the tea- 
chers felt that the Dependency 
Allowance was the only method 
open to keep married men on 
the teaching staff. 

if an adequate salary for the 
men teachers could not be ac- 
hieved in this way it would 
have to be achieved by voting 
the same salary for all the 
teachers, but the Wilmington 
Teachers Association realized 
that this wuld cost the town 
much more money. 

There are 97 teachers in the 
Wilmington public Schools, 
To give the married men a 
raise through the Dependency 
Allowance costs $1200. To 
give them a raise without the 
Dependency Allowance would 
nean a $300. raise for each 
teacher, and this would amount. 
to $27,000, Barrett pointed 
out to the committee. 

The alternative was to have 
the teachers look for work 
elsewhere, Barrett said. 
‘when I came here five years 
ago I was asked by quite a few 
of the students for the name 
of a good ‘prep: school to at- 
tend, before going to college. 
It amazed me, because 7 be- 
lieved that a High school ed- 
ucation should be adequate. 
Today y don+t get those en- 
quiries, and today , realize 
that it was a reflection on 
the insecure position of the 
teaching staff, five years

stions. Instability of the 
staff leads to instability of 
the children. In these five 
years there has been a con- 
stant effort to pay the wil- 
mington teachers better mmey , 
and they have a wish to stay 
here. That is why 1 dat get 
so many enquiries today’. 
Referring to the pay scale in 
the Wilmington schools, Barret 
pointed out that Wilmington is 
in the ‘top five> in terms of 
population for towns of 5 to 
10 thousand, but that its pay 
scale is down among the ‘bot- 
tom twelve’.

I am not in favor of anyone 


molesting the budget’, At 
another time during the debate 
he asked ‘Are you going to in- 
sist on the rights at issue, 
or are you going to abjectiy 
surrender your powers to ano- 
ther group?’ ‘As long as 7 
remain on the Schoo] Committee 
yj am going to act in what I 
believe to be the best in- 
terest of the schools, and am 
going to do all that is vested 
in me, as a School’ Committee 
member. yf the voters should 
change their mind and believe 
that y am not doing right they 
can vote me out, but as long 
as I remain y shall do what 7 
think is right, by the schools 
ur. yynch felt just as strong 
ly about the $2500 that had 
been voted out of the Adult 
Evening School, by the Town 
meeting. ye was advised by 
other members of the board 
that there may be consol idat- 
ion in this school, and that 
perhaps the money that was 
voted would be adequate and 
that in any event the Superin- 
tendent intended to study the 
costs of this school, in the 
near future.

In the Jun- 
ior year chemistry is requir- 
ed in all three courses, and 
in the senior year Physics is 
required in the Scientific and 
General courses.
